Washington, December 9. — Drastic 
nation-wide restrictions on liifhting 
and heating, similar to those in eifcct 
daring the coal shortage of 1017, 
wura orderud last night by Fuel Ad- 
ministrator Harry A. Garfield. ^ 

The 1imita(t>';is, which wore w iV 
cfTectivp '•."rv.ediately, will be enfc.rcd 
by tl' . Railroad Administration. 

All street lighting, other than that 
neces.sary for the safety of the public 
must be euitailed, and ftores, ofricc»< 
buildings' and industrials pUnts, with 
few exceptions, are put on a redaced 
ration as to both lighting and iibat- 
ing. 

'Another of the restrictions provid 
es that all manufaeturlni; plants, xe- 
cept those eng'»pre<l in the making of 
neces.sary proilurts .sball reduce their 
operations not to exceed three days 
in any one week. 

Electric railways are required , un 
der the Fuel Administrator's order to 
reduce schedules to minimam ro- 
quirementa, and no heat shall be, pro- 
vided in oloctric cars during rush 
hours. 

The restrictions were announced 
throuBrh tho Railway A<lministration 
us follows: 

No" ornamental linh, v.hite way or 
other unnecessary street lights, out- 
lino lighting, electric sign.s or illum- 
inated bill boards, show windows or 
showcase lighta are to be operated 
This docs not affect street lighting 
necessary for tbe safety of the public. 

No cabaret ,danco hall, pool hall or 
bowling alley shall be permitted In 
use light, except between 7 p. m. and 
11 p. in 

iitores, including retail stores, but 
excepting store.'j .scllinjj food andware- 
liouscs must not use light (except 
safety lights except for sbc hours per 
day. 

. Mannfacturing plants shall not bo 
allowed to use lii^t only during tho 
time procribed for the use of powvnt 
Drug stores and restaumnt-s may 
remain open according to present 
schedules, but must reduce lighting on 
half. 

Railroad .-^tatidns, botcl:^, h(i.';pit;d;-. 
telephone, tclcgiaph and newspaper 
offices arc not iticlUded. insofar a:: 
necessary llghing is canceraed. 

General and office ligkts must be 
cut off not later than 4 p. m. in office 
buildings, except in Federal, state and 
municipal offices and except v^ere of- 
flce operation of vital industries is 
involv<'d. 

Dairies, nfrinerator plants, bak- 
eries plant i for the manufacturing of 
neces.sary ineilical products, water- 
works, sewcra«:<' plants, printing 
plants for the printing of ncw.spapcra 
only, battery charging outfits in con- 
nection with plants producing light or 
power for telephone,* telegraph oi 
public utility companies are exempt- 
ed. 

Only enough heat may be used in 
offices, stores, warehouses and manu- 
farturiiin- plants to ki'ep tlic aveiiif,'o 
temperature at CH dc^ricrs Fabicn- 
hcit, and then only <lurinK tlie hours 
for which light is pernvitted. OurinK 
oher hours only enough heat i.s to 
be used of prevent freezing water 
pipe.s or sprinkler system. 

In manufacturing plants or plants 
coming under power curtailment 
lules, heat, (to 68 degrees Fahren- 
heit) will be allowed only during 
that lime prescribed for use of pow.r. 

No manufacturing plant or factory 
shall I'eccive bituminous coal, coke 
heat, light or power from bituminous 
coal or coke furnished by or through 
the United States Fuel Administration 
for operation in excess of three days 
a week on the basis of present work- 
mg hours. 

The exceptions . are dairies, refrig- 
erating plants; bakeries, plants for 
I he aianufactiir" of necrs:;ary food 
products of neces.sary medicinal pro- 
ducUi, waterworks, seweiage plants, 
printing plants for the printing' of 
newspapers, only battery charing 
outfits in connection witli plants pro- 
ducing light or power for telephone, 
telegraph or public utility companies. 

Elevator service must be eurtailed 
as much as possible in accordance 
the above regulation on use of heat, 
light and power. 



FIST FIGHT FEATURES 
BIG AtlENM SUIT 

Prominent Attomcgra Came To 
Blows In Front ofJndge 
Hardin, In Garrard 

A suit brought by tl^ wife of 
a well known Garrard county 
farmer against the wife ^of an- 
other and her mothefti V charging 
alienation o{ h^r ht$|^|lil's af- 
fections, and a verdici lb*'' $5,0(X) 
was the feature suit Sf circuit 
court in session in Lancaster last 
week. ' ^ 

In the case at action, Mrs. 
\\ iliie Ilendrickson Calico sued 
Mrs. .Samantha Hill for alienat- 
ing the affections of her husband, 
KIbert Calico, a well known 
young farmer. Mrs. Mary Bogie, 
mother of Mrs. Hill, was also 
named as a defendant in the case, 
and the plaintiff claimed that 
Mrs. Bogie had assisted her 
daughter in winning the aiTec 
tions of Calico, and had arranged 
matters for their elopement 
which was only prevented at the 
last minute by Mr. Bogie "get 
ting on" to affairs and stopping 
it in short order. ^ 

The case was begun XVednes- 
day and lasted through; Friday 
and was very bitterly fought all 
the way. Love letters that pass- 
ed between Mrs. Hill and young 
( alieo were read to the jury, and 
the whole alTair aired in the full- 
est possible way. After the 
jury had brought in a verdict of 
$5,0(X) damages for Mrs. Calico 
against Mrs. Hill and Mrs. Bogie 
they made an offer to: settle in 
full for $I,(XX) cash and not have 
the case appealed to a higher 
court. This otTcr was accepted 
and the money paid over. 

.\ secondary feature of the 
trial was a one-round battle with 
bare fists between Attorneys Joe 
E. Robinson, of Lancaster and 
Ennnet V. Puryear, of Danville. 
Robinson, with former |Adge L. 
L. WSlker, was' attoriSey for the 
defendants, while Puryear-, to- 
gether with ■'\ttorney John No- 
land, of Kichmond, represented 
the |)laintifT, who obtained the 
>iK judgment. 

Those who jaw the . physical 
encounter betw'Cen the two Well 
known attorneys ^y that the 
battle was so fierde while it last- 
ed that it took six men to sepa- 
rate them. Neither was punis' 
ed by the court for the side-show 
they |)ut on. according to the 
tory as told by several here wi 
saw the alTair. 

Robinson was speaking to the 
jury and during the course of his 
remarks said that Puryear in 
cross-examination of Mrs. Bogie 
and Mrs. Hill had been dis- 
courteous. Ptiryear immediately 
protested to Judge Hardin for 
protection against such a remark. 
I fe said that while he was cross- 
( x.imined vigorously as his duties 
re(|uired, he had at all times been 
courteous, and he requested the 
court to compel Robinson to cor- 
rect such a statement. 

Judge Hardin, however, failed 
to admonish or correct Robinson 
u any way, and after appealing 
to the court of justice several 
times, I'lirye.ir said tliat if the 
ctnu't woidd not give him pro- 
tection he would brand the state- 
ment untrue himself. And he did 
Then the fireworks began, 
and but for the timely arrival <of 
the "reserves" on the sidelines, a 
knockout might have been re- 
corded. So far as can be learn- 
ed, neither of the distinguished 
barristers bears physical marks 
of the little fray.

Brondiitis In Unuaoal 

Form Causes Warning 

Bronchitis, in a form that i.s puz- 
sling physicians and membei-s of the 
State Board of Health, is sweeping 
the state in greater proportions than 
did influenza la&t winter, according to 
officials. 

So many cases of he disease have 
been reported that Dr. A. T- M«- 
Cormack, secretary of the State Board 
has appealed to public school teach- 
ers to send home every child that 
.shows the least sign of cold. Other- 
wise the clo.<;ing schools may be 
necessary, he says. 

He says research shows the same 
germ is responsible for this form of 
bronchitis as caused inflnoaaa and 
the new dioeaae is equally contagious 

No deatha have baea reported from 
bronchitis la Kentucky and few case.-^ 
of pneumonia ijiKn been traced to 
the disease. The abnormal spread of 
the disease, like influenza, covers the 
last three weeks. 

Cii-cular letters and pamphlets 
giving warning of the disease and 
directions in treating it wU} be 
mailed today to; all Kentucky phy- 
Mciana. 

IDr. McConnadf saya usual treat- 
ment for btonhcitia fails to have any 
effect on the disease and unlike 
ordinary bronchitig, that comes with 
the first toucli of winter, this dis- 
ease leaves the patient in a weak- 
ened condition.

Wheat Directnr Promises Decrease 
^ of |ajH> Per Barrel 



Washinsrton, D. C. — ^A di-op of ap 
proximately $2.60 a barrel on pare 
white flour is promised by the United 
States Wheat Administration, to b< 
come effective within from throe to 
four weeks in piactica!!;; every city 
in tho country. This promise wa.s 
made by Wheat Director Julius H, 
Darncs, who declared that thei-e was 
no prospective shortage of flour and 
indicated that the report that there 
A-ouM be a ahortase and that flour 
pi-icc.-; would go higher was a bogey 
boinfi u.-sod by ambitious flour sales 
men. Aceordinjr to the Govemment 
wlicat direr-tor flour is beinR produced 
in more than ample (juantitics at 
thi.K time an:l the market gives 
promise pf meeting; all demands dur- 
inf; the winter and spring. 

The prices now promised, and to be- 
come effective as soon as distribution 
can be accomplished will bring the 
price of "pure, straight flour", made 
cf the flnest wheat down to 75 cents 
Tor 12%-pound .sacks, our sixtcenthr 
'i.s they are knov.n, with cijrhttha, oi' 
24'/-:-p()und sack.s, at double that 
price. Prices in the market on .stiaifrht 
Krades nf flour are !)0 cents for tlic 
i:maller sack, and $1.80 for the larpcr. 
showing a promised reduction of 20 
l.cr cent to the consumer. 

Leaving tho flour cost in tho hands 
of the consumer the Government 
director of wheat said this "puts the 
solution of one phase of the cost oT 
livini? up to the consumer by makinR 
it ' possil)le foi' the purchaser 
of flour to decide himse'f wliother he 
will continuue to pay fancy prices 
ourc, stiai(<ht flour made from the 
finest v.hoat." 

Iloferring to the threat of hiKbo' 
prices Director Bamos sair: "The 
facts arc the stocks of flour are very 
large and produetion very lar^e 
Therefore, the wheat director has de- 
termined to place in hands of the l e- 
tail trade, in tho larjtc cities parti- 
cularly, a supply of flour from the 
iinmen.;c stocks of the Govemment 
grain corjioration at nominal prices." 

The new prices aie looked forward 
to here with consideration hope when 
it is recalled thatg they will brinR 
pure flour down to a point where it 
v/ill bo at least within reach of the 
prices that obtained several years a^o 
instead of continuing at more than 
100 per cent over those of 1016.
